An oflicial French note says French 
troops, during a raid in Lorraine the 
night of April 16. captured prisoners 
who said the Germans were preparing 
for an important attack. 
At dawn Sunday, after a most in­ 
tense bombardment, they attacked the 
Americans on a mile front. Additional 
details show the Americans jointly at­ 
tacked with the French and 
chased 
the Germans out of 
Remieres 
wood 
(half a mile northeast of Seicheprey) 
where they had established themselves 
by an attack on the French. 
The Franco-Amcrican troops retook 
all the ground lost, captured a number 
of prisoners and left the barbed wire 
entanglements 
tilled 
with 
German 
dead. 
The ground where 
the 
battle was 
fought is hilly. The Franco-Americans 
re-established their line on the hills 
supporting both Seicheprey and Rem­ 
ieres wood.
